One of the greatest pleastires 
in life is taking a drive through 
the country and admirin the 
fine old homes to be seen there. 
As a real estate agent I get the 
opportunity to see many of 
them from -the inside. The 
structures themselves are of 
phenomenal workmanship, 
sometimes incorporating 2 to 3 
ft. thick foundation walls. 
Brick can be | to 3 layers thick 
and may vary from floor to 
floor..The woodwork, if it is 
original or restored, is a thing 
of beauty to behold. In some 
cases it is difficult to keep ones 
mind on the reason for going 
in. Original spiral or staircases 
with periodic landings are 
distracting as are the various 
trimwork styles. 

To those who may be 
contemplating purchasing to 
restore or renovate then a few 
words of caution, not deterrent 
for this can be very satisfying 
as well as frustrating if caution 
is not used. I myself live in a 
home over 100 years old. 

A few questions to ask your- 
self: is the house large enough, 
if not, how to add on without 
detracting from the original 
style? Do I want to retain the 
original style inward and 
outward or some combination? 
While these do not have to be 
died in the wool decisions, one 
should have some basic idea 
before proceeding. 

Next comes the physical 
inspection, are the original 
foundations still sound or are 
they eroded or pushed in and if 
so what must be done to 
correct the ravages of time? 
The original'sills while looking 
good should be checked back in 
the corners for dry rot or rot 
caused from moisture, many 
are as sound as the day laid. 
Floor joists should be checked 
for the same problems as well 
as for cracking caused by 
settling. On the first and subse- 
uent floors take a look at the 
floor line along walls for signs 
of sloping, many old homes 
will show some signs of settling 
but if it is excessive be sure to 
try and find out the cause. 
Most of these problems may be 
corrected if done properly. If 
in doubt get a reliable trades- 
man to do an inspection. It 
could pay you well. 

if you are qualified or feel 
comfortable doing it, check the 
wiring. In some cases this is 
only visible in the cellar-or 
basement. Is the panel suffi-

So 
actually we have two causes 40 
blame-—speed and tailgating 

2 The driver of a Vehicle has 
been on the road all das and 
hits a long straight stretch, 
lulled into extra relaxed state, 
momentarily drops off the 
edga of the pavement, over- 
reacts and jerks the vehicle 
pack instead of easing back 
onto the paved road. Possible 
sideswipe, roll-overjor causing 
vehicle behind grief. Again 
when combined with excessive 
speed, inattentiveness and 
over-reaction, it spells trouble 

3. Now this is bad. Driver ts 
passing in passing lane and the 
vehicle beside decédes to Swing 
out in front to pass as. well 
without having adequate room. 
Driver number one, in order to 
avoid tail-ending, swings left, 
goes off the pavement irito the 
median and across into oncom- 
ing traffic. Now this to me ts 
particularly horrifying as one 
considers it. Even though driv- 
er number one is only travell- 
ing the legal 100 kms as he/she 
meets the vehicles coming, the 
closing speed is 200 kms 
Impact factor is doubled, reac- 
tion time is cut in half as well 
as braking power. This periodi- 
cally happens not orily by this 


particular scenario but for : 


other incidents. 

Now the point is this. I could 
go on for hours making up 
scenarios. Is speed the only 
major contributor? Not in my 
mind. The fact of life is that we 


are human and to be humanis . 
to err. We cannot possibly - 


always say, do or think 


perfectly. So what, can we do . 


about it” 

First, and foremost, of 
course is the excestive speed 
Secondly, de#nsive driving 
You may be sie‘ best dyrn 
driver in the world but you only 
control one vehicle, not all 
those around4you. Be prepared 
for the unexpected. If you feel 
drowsy, pull over, take a nap 
or a walk. The time you lose 
may be the rest of your life. In 
other words show courtesy to 
those around you by exercising 
caution and courtesy in your 
driving habits. 

Certainly if you are going to 
drive in the fast lane be sure 
your vehicle is in good condi- 
tion for the fast lane. Never 
forget death is irrevocable. 

Now I have some sugges- 
tions or criticisms, however 
you wish to interpret them and 
they are directed at govern- 
ment bodies. 

1. All major highways should 
have paved shoulders. Many 
times I feel an accident could 
have been avoided had it been 
asphalt, not gravel, on 
shoulders. ; 

2. All medians should be 
abolished. Again if one has the 
misfortune, for whatever 
reason, to enter the median we 
have problems. Many, many 
times, this results in roll-overs 
with serious damage. 

3. Barriers should be erected 
between opposing lanes of 
traffic or multi-lane highways 
to prevent head-ons. 

4. As great amounts of 
money are spent on advertis- 
ing the new anti-speeding driv- 
er. | feel that more money 
should be spent on driver 
education. I et realize that it 
is all part of the testing and 
included in the required mater-

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Dart Cup takes the initiative 
by launching recycling effort

_ There are many verbal 

battles being, waged in the 
world of environmental anxie- 
OF ee arena dur 
jercest pits the plastic indus- 
try against the r saith 

art Cup Ltd. of Cam beil- 
ford, which manufactures 
polystyrene foam cups and 
other food service ucts, 
has taken the initiative to 
underline its serious intent of 
acting to protect the 
environment. 

Plant manager Ted Walczak 
says Dart Cup, which has been 
in the plastic cup industry for 
27 years with headquarters in 
Michigan, is one. of the first 
companies of its kind in Cana- 
da to announce a plan to 
develop a recycling operation 
for its own products. 

Whereas paper now is esti- 
mated to occupy approximate- 
ly 55 per cent of the landfill site 
volume against only three per 
cent for plastics, Walczak 
points out that foam food pack- 
aging make up less than one 
per cent of the landfill trash. 

Despite those stunning 
statistics that appear to indi- 
cate that paper poses a greater 
landfill hazard than plastics, 
Dart has willingly decided to 
act now with a recycling prog- 
ram that Walezak hopes will 
grow into an international 
industry. 

“Remember ‘that polys- 
tyrene foam products have 
always been recyclable,’’ says 
Ted. ‘“‘The economics have 
been a stumbleblock. It’s 
extremely expensive to collect 
and until recent times people 
didn’t seem to care.” 

Now Walczak says technolo- 
gy and the growin environ- 
mental concerns of the general 
public justifies the am itious 
move for at least three 
reasons. For one, he says 
recycling will ultimately be a 
saving on landfill costs; the 
plastic industry has a moral 
obligation to act and “if we 
don’t do it people simply won't 
buy our products.” 

t’s why Dart has decided 
to accept clean food service 
foam products at the plant 
located off Burnbrae Rd. Walc- 
zak says the recycling prog- 
ram can only succeed, howev- 
er, if the public makes sure to 
return the products: to Dart 
between noon and 3 p.m. on 
Wednesday afternoon. All 
cups, containers, meat trays 


recycling is available if 
products ‘are saved and 
returned. The idea is to cut 
down on the amount of plastic 
going into landfill sites. 

Polystyrene products deliv- 
ered to Dart in Campbellford 
are eventually chewed up into 
small bits by a d ahoswat is 
reduced to a liquid state by a 
heating process and then 
turned ‘into small plastic 
pellets which are stored. 

Sometime in the future the 
recycled plastic will be sold to 
the Canadian Polystyrene 
Recycling Association once it 
completes a plant currently 
under construction in Missis- 
sauga. Walczak says the plant 
is expected to be open next 
year but until then it will 

robably be ship to Hong 
ong interests to be used in the 
making of other plastic 
products. 

Another new Dart concept is 
the Respenser which will be 
made available to restaurants 
to help recycle foam cups. It’s 
made of stainless steel and 
empty used cups can be stored 


as * 


and any leftover liquids 
drained for collection to help 
make the recycling process 
easier. 

Recycling is also 
buzzword at the Dart plant for 
all of its employees. A special 
stand has been installed so that 
pop cans, foam cups, glass, 
plastic bags and trash can be 
separated. 

“We're trying to set an 


example and would like to see, 


other businesses and the 
eneral public do the same. 
t’s the only way we can co 


with this very serious prob- 


lem,” says Walezak.

On using chemicals: Part I 


This: week we will discuss 
some of the issues involved 
with the use of herbicides and 
pesticides. 

“Without chemicals the 
modern farm would not be 
capable of producing the high 
volume of food that it does with 
such a small input of manual 
labour. 

The variety of chemicals 
used on the farm include fertil- 
izer sprays which stimulate 
plants to their maximum 
growth potential. Selective 
herbicides cut down on cultiva- 
tion needed to control weeds 
which would — otherwise 
compete with the crop for light 
and nutrients. Fungicides and 
pesticides protect the crop 
from damaging attacks by 
insects and fungus pests. 

Herbicides are also used by 
most municipalities to control 
weeds on public properties, 
road allowances, and rights-of- 
way for utilities. The use of 
herbicides in places such as 
playgrounds and schoolyards 
is coming under increasing fire 
as an unnecessary risk to the 
long term health of children. 

The controversy over the 
safety of chemical usage and 
whether chemicals are even 
necessary continues to grow. 


On the one hand, opponents of 


chemicals are concerned with: 
1. Health risks of long term 
exposure to residual chemicals 
on food products and in the 
environment. 

2. The emergence of ‘super’ 
bugs and weeds which have 
adapted to the chemicals used 
to control them. 

3. The build up of chemicals in 
the environment and the food 
chain.

4. The loss of traditional gene- 
tic strains of certain plants and 
animals caused by the adop- 
tion of hybrid plants and 
animals which require chemi- 
cal input to “be most 
productive. 

Opponents of chemicals - 
maintain that a more natural 
way of farming is, ssible by 
the increased use of crop rota- 
tian, ‘green manure’ fertilizer 
crops, companion planting, 
manual cultivation, and the 
moderate use of organic chem- 
ical controls. This would mean 
a smaller but ‘safer’ crop of 
higher value with less damage 
to the environment. 

Proponents of chemical 
ire. maintain that properly 
applied chemical control prog- 
rams are both safe and neces- 
sary for the dependable 
production of high quality 
crops. Without chemicals it 
would be impossible to provide 
consumers with the low cost, 
perfectly shaped, and unblem- 
ished food that has become 
taken for granted. 

If people don't want chemi- 
cals used on their food, they 
will have to be ready to pay 
more for their food and accept 
some blemished produce as 
part of the bargain. 

They will also have to be 
ready to help farmers adapt to 
the production of food without 
chemicals. reg | food from 

a 


other countires s made it 
impossible for Canadian 
farmers to make a profit from 


farming without the use of 
chemicals and certain farming 
methods which are harder on 
the soil than so-called ‘organic 
farming’. But Canadians now 
pay less forfoodthan any other 
necessity and a lot of that food 
comes from countries with 
strong farm subsidy programs 
and lower standards of produc- 
tion; our farmers are feeling 
the pinch and in danger of 
being wiped out. Putting 
farmers out of business would 
solve the chemical problem 
alright, but I will leave it to you 
to figure out the possible conse- 
quences of giving up growing 
our own food...

Landlord’s obligation to repair 


The following article 
contains legal information 
only. For legal advice see your 
lawyer or call your legal clinic. 
Free legal advice is available 
to low income tenants living in 
Hastings or Prince Edward 
Counties from Hastings and 
Prince Edward Legal 
Services. 

The landlord is responsible 
for keeping the tenant's place 
in a good state of repair. 

The Landlord and Tenant 
Act sets out very clearly that it 
is the landlord's responsibility 
to keep the place in good 
condition, not the tenant's! For 
example, a furnace that has 
not been maintained ‘may 
suddenly stop working. This 
clearly is the landlord's 
responsibility. Another exam- 
ple may be where use of a 
stove and fridge are included 
in the rent. Should either of 
these appliances top working 
or not work properly, it is the 
landlord's responsibility to 
have it fixed. The tenant, on 
the other hand, is responsible 
for damages over and above 
ordinary wear and tear. 

When something breaks or is 
not working properly, the 
tenant should contact the land- 
lord. The tenant should then 
send a letter setting out what 
the problems are and asking

the landlord to fix them as soon | 


as possible. The tenant should 
keep a copy of the letter. If the 
landlord ignores this request, a 
tenant may want to make an 
application to a District Court 


judge asking for an order - 


forcing the landlord to do 
repairs or other remedies. If a 
tenant is facing this type of 
situation, legal advice should 
be obtained. 


Tenants should also find out 
if there are any municipal . 
by-laws governing property 
standards. If there are, the 
tenant can ask that an inspec- 
tion be done by a Property, 
Standards Officer. The regis- 
tered owner of the property 
may then be sent a letter 
asking that the things be fixed 
to bring it up to the minimum 
standards required under the 
by-law. If the landlord does not 
comply, the property stan- 


dards officer may take the ~ 


landlord to Provincial Court. 

If there are no municipal 
by-laws in the tenant’s area, 
the Residential Rent Stan- 
dards Board may become 
involved.

anybody to be here,’’ began 


Dr. Barton, “I don’t have any, 


machinery to sell you...my 
purpose is to tell you about an 
integrated systems approach 
to waste management.”’ 

After acknowledging that the 
garbage problem is “created 
by all of us’, Dr. Barton 
explained that the systems 
approach he favours divides 
waste into four categories - wet 
waste, or ‘“‘muck’’, which does 


not burn easily; fibre waste- 


(paper waste); ‘Blue waste”’, 
including plastic and metals; 
and ‘‘special waste’’, ‘‘mater- 
ials which are difficult to deal 
with on a regular basis, such as 
wood, rubber and batteries.”’ 
Under the system, waste 
would be either recycled, 
composted, used as fuel for an 
energy from waste incinera- 
tor, landfilled or sent to a 
hazardous waste station. Wet 


garbage would be picked up . 
weekly, with the remainder ° 


being picked up once every two 
weeks. 

The system being proposed 
to the G.T.A. is designed ‘to 
handle 450,000 tons of garbage 
yearly, burning less than 40% 
of the garbage collected and 
landfilling rubble and bricks 
which comprise approximate- 
ly 7.3% of the total collected. 

In response to a question 
from Bruce Kerr, Dr. Barton 
said the need for a_ landfill 
could be eliminated ‘‘if there is 
sufficient industry demand 
(for the material) nearby.” 

With sales of recovered 
resources, including. energy 
generated by the incinerator, 
and tipping fees of between $55 
and $65 a ton, “it turned out 
that the system was almost 
self sufficient,” informed Dr. 
arton. 

An area of major concern to 
many ple, the disposal of 
the ash which remains after 
incineration, was also 
addressed in the presentation. 
Under the scheme, both fly ash 
and bottom ash would be 
stabilized using an innovative 
electrical process which trans- 
forms the ash into a glass-like 
substance. The weight of the 
erystalized ash would be 
between 5% and 6% of the 
weight of the garbage burned.

break down?’ asked Public 
Advisory Committee Chairper- 
son Marilyn Jackson. ‘‘If you 
want to break down this mater- 
ial you could, but it would take 
thousands of years or extreme- 
ly Oe eon eh ngs i 2 
responded Dr. Barton, who 
went on to compare the 
suspended toxins in the beer 
bottle brown glass to the lead 
in leaded glass. The material 
has undergone a Ministry of 
the Environment leachate 
toxicity test designed to deter- 
mine whether substances are 
hazardous or non hazardous 
wastes - the transformed ash 
tested non-hazardous. 

Asked if the system could 
work on a smaller scale, 
(according to a recent Proctor 
and Redfern study, the munici- 
palities involved in the Centre 
and South ee Master 
Plan produce a total of approx- 
imately 120,000 tons of garbage 
annually}, Dr. Barton said, 
“What we have to do is force 
inter-regional co-operation, 
shared composting and burn- 
ing based on which areas can 
better use the residuals.

He later mentioned 
that the minimum garbage

schemes being considered by 
the Committee. A recent prop- 
osal for a similar system 
(which did not include the ash 
stabilization process) by Joe 
Kennedy of Waste Manage- 
ment Inc. had a price tag of $20 
million. As Committee 
member Tom Nobles put it, 
“You could take a bus to the 
moon if hee could afford it.”’ 

Though he was reluctant to 
o into detail about the particu- 
ar proposal because it is still 
being negotiated, Dr. Barton 
said ‘‘a total turnkey operation 
is being negotiated for the 
(G.T.A.) 450 ton facility with 20 
year contracts and periodical 
renegotiation of tipping 
fees...the company that 
produces this plan is fully 
prepared to turnkey, operate 
and own it.”’ 


The Committee also express- 
ed concern with the fact that 
the system had yet to receive 
M:0.E.a eth and might not 
blend well with the recycling 
initiatives already underway.
